London. Dec. 18.—The Grand Duke 
Boris of Russia, a cousin of the Czar 
of Russia, testified in rebuttal to-daj- 
In the lord' chief Justice’s court to al¬ 
legations of misconduct and cowardice 
brought against him In a magazine 
article.

On Saturday It was announced that 
the home secretary hall reprieved Hil¬ 
ton. but refused to grant clemency to 
Kelly.. The citizens of Oldham at a 
mass meeting Monday night, at which 
40,000. a fifth of the town’s population, 
were present, passed a resolution ask¬ 
ing for Kelly’s reprieve.
